D. A resolution authorizing the installation of the following traffic signs in

» Post two 18-ton weight limit signs at County bridge W-116 located on West Panama Road
1/4 mile east of Southwest 29™ Street. One on the east end of the bridge for westbound
traffic and one on the west end of the bridge for eastbound traffic.

» Install two temporary advance warning signs for post bridge W-116: One weight limit sign
and a distance (3/4 mile) plate just west of Southwest 14™ Street for westbound traffic and
one weight limit sign and a distance (1/4 mile) plate just east of Southwest 29" Street for
eastbound traffic.

The agreements set forth a reimbursement
arrangement in which the County will provide payment for the medical care and
the facilities will reimburse the County if/when the General Assistance client is
later determined eligible for Medicaid reimbursement. The agreements are
effective upon execution of both parties and contains a 30-day termination
provision.

4) NEW BUSINESS CONTINUED:

An agreement with the Board of Regents of the University of Nebraska and the
Lincoln Housing Authority for operation of the Nutrition Education Program in
order to address the nutritional needs of certain limited income persons living
in urban housing in Lancaster County. Term of the agreement is September 1,
2006 to August 31, 2007. The County will pay $17,645 for the services which
will be provided by the University. The Housing Authority will also pay $10,519
for the services, combined with $22,524 from the United States Department of
Agriculture (USDA) Food Stamp Nutrition Education grant for a total of
$50,688. (C-06-0534)

A business associate agreement between Nancy L. Thygesen, R.R.A. and
Lancaster County, on behalf of Lancaster Manor. The agreement addresses the
privacy and security regulations of the Health Insurance Portability and
Accountability Act of 1996 (HIPAA) with respect to business associates as that
term is defined by HIPAA rules. (C-06-0537)

An agreement with Golden Gate National Senior Care, Inc. d/b/a AseraCare
Hospice, formerly known as Hospice Care of Nebraska, for hospice services to
residents of Lancaster Manor who are terminally ill with a medical prognosis of
six months or less. The agreement is effective upon execution by both parties
and continues through June 30, 2007. AseraCare will pay the County the
current Medicare rate for these services. This agreement replaces the hospice
agreement executed by the County Board on May 16, 1996. (C-06-0546)

An agreement between Lancaster County and the Child Advocacy Center to
conduct interviews and medical examinations of child abuse victims to aid law
enforcement and prosecution in their investigations of child abuse. Term of the
agreement is October 1, 2006 through September 30, 2007. The County will
pay $20,000 for the services. (C-06-0547)

. An amendment to an agreement with Demars, Gordon, Olson and Zalewski Law

Firm, under County Contract No. C-06-0417, for legal representation to indigent
parties in proceedings in the Juvenile Court of Lancaster County. The law firm
has asked that Erin Harris be formally authorized to provide services under the
original agreement. As a result, the parties wish to amend the agreement to
reflect such change. (C-06-0535)

. An amendment to an agreement, under County Contract C-06-0082, between

the Lancaster County Youth Services Center and the State of Nebraska,
Department of Health and Human Services for detention services for youth
committed to, or placed with the State’s Office of Juvenile Services. The
parties wish to extend the agreement end date from September 30, 2006 to
December 31, 2006.
